MSSD ‘mature 


Family, friends, and staff and faculty 
members cheered the Model Secondary 
School for the Deaf’s (MSSD) Class of 
1990 as the school celebrated its 20th 
commencement on June 15 in the 
Field House. 

Dr. Mervin Garretson, who became 
principal of the then year-old MSSD in 
1970 and is now interim executive 
director of the National Association of 
the Deaf, was the commencement 
speaker. 

He said that initially MSSD had a lot 
of students who were trouble-makers— 
students who were fed up with tradi- 
tional schools and who came to MSSD, 
“the school without walls,” expecting a 
new educational experience. These stu- 
dents demanded panel discussions with 
teachers and a say in school programs. 
They rejected authority and demanded 


the right to make their own mistakes. 
Years later, said Garretson, “MSSD 
has grown into a very mature and ef- 
fective program.” 

Garretson urged the graduates to de- 
velop a sense of leadership and a 
sense of humor, to enjoy life, and to 
realize their own humanness and iden- 
tity as deaf people. Saying that being 
born deaf or losing one’s hearing to an 
illness was not something to be proud 
of, Garretson explained, “I am not 
proud of my deafness, but I am proud 
of deaf people. We’re proud of our 
sign language and how as deaf people 
we have overcome hardships. That is 
your heritage and your challenge.” 

The senior class strayed from tradi- 
tion when it presented the class gift to 
a fellow student rather than the school. 
The class awarded a monetary gift to 


ENFI reaches national finals 
in Smithsonian Institution’s awards 


Gallaudet’s Electronic Networks for 
Interaction (ENFI) project, a program 
that teaches deaf students to develop 
written English skills by “conversing” 
via computer, has been selected as one 
of five national finalists in the Smithso- 
nian Institution’s Computerworld 
Awards. 

The winners will be announced Mon- 
day, June 25, at the second annual 
awards dinner at the National Building 
Museum in Washington, D.C. Winners 
will be included in the Smithsonian’s 
permanent exhibit, “The Information 
Age: People, Information, Technolo- 
gy,” which opened May 9 in the Na- 
tional Museum of American History. 

This year’s categories in the Com- 
puterworld Awards are business, edu- 
cation, environment, finance, 


government, manufacturing, media, 
medicine, and transportation. ENFI is 
entered under the education category. 

ENFI was first implemented at the 
University in 1984 by Dr. Trent Bat- 
son, a professor in the English Depart- 
ment, who is directing the project. 
ENFI is mainly used by students who 
meet and communicate almost entirely 
by writing on the computer network. 
This stimulates conversation, which is 
observed by a teacher and has proven 
to create greater interest and fluency in 
written English than traditional 
methods, ENFI teachers have said. 

The Computerworld Awards were 
established to communicate the positive 
impact and benefits of information 
technology, and to recognize those 
who bring about that technology.

Class valedictorian Cindy Ebeling 
spoke about the graduates’ needs to 
fight for their rights as deaf people and 
for American Sign Language to be 
respected as any spoken language is 
respected. 

Of MSSD’s 75 graduates, 53 will at- 
tend postsecondary programs. Of 
these, 37 will attend Gallaudet, four 
will attend the National Technical Insti- 
tute for the Deaf, 12 will go to other 
postsecondary programs, and 22 have 
not yet decided what school to attend 
or may start jobs.
